THE HOPE OF THE DEFENSE. 

To thoroughly understand the battle-ground 
of to-day, you must accurately remember the 
results of the crose-examination. Though it 
bad not effected a contradiction of ‘lilton’s tes- 
timony in the City Court, it did point to some 
apparent differences and variations between his 
open statements to the larger auditory of the 
world. Besides impressing a hioat upon 
the jury that he was a free-lover, an 
atheist, a social heresiarch, and pro- 
fessor of enough heterofioxies to shock 
every sect inciuded in the jury-box, it hada 
graver and more important result in the resur- 
rection of what purports to be fragments of a 
true story in which Beecher's crime against ‘[il- 
ton was measured at someching less than the se- 
duction of his wife. Ifthe “ True Rory were 
either true, or had been vouched for by its au- 
thority, then Tilton’s cross-examination, in de- 
veloping either one or the other fact, had in- 
deed seriously injured his case. What it de- 
volved upon the prosecution to do was to ex- 
plain away every matter which it was the policy 
of the defense to leave unexplained. Evarts 
desired Tilton's cross-examination to be 
digested inferentially. Fullerton and Beach 
knew that it had to be taken absolutely, and that 
motives would count far more with the jury 
than mere acts unexplained, but capable of ex- 
plication. Hence, from the rising of the eur- 
tain this mornivg, the stage glittered all day

Story. If the true story had never been 
coupled with a disclaimer that it was incomplete- 
ly true, and that there was. more behind it, of 
eourse tbe jury might have puta very different 
estimate upon it than they would when 
the existence of such disclaimer was proved, and 
the cLaracter of such disclaimer exhibited. 
Hence, the efforts of the prosecution to show the 
disclaimer ; hence the fury with which the de- 
tense resisted it. Beecher himself, who looked 
so haggard all the morning that the dullest per- 
ception noted bis anxiety, strained his neck to 
bear the argument. If the lawyers had been bat- 
tung about his very life he could not have 
shown more concern. He ran his 
fingers over and over again through 
bis bair, and once in a while he would 
gnaw his yellow note-book, and. though his 
wife and younger eon epoke frequently to him, 


‘he made them no answer. He and Evarts real- 


ized the gravity of the iespe, and, while one 
contended, the other seemed to be boldiog up 
his bands as Aaron held up the hands of Moses 
on Mount Horeb while Joshua smote tne Amal- 
ekites. Kvarts’ whole eoul was in the fray. He

My 
whole object was to pluck up by the roots 
Mrs, Woodhull’s poisonons tale and plant in 
its place a story less deleterious, and which would 
not incriminate my wife.“ 

Q—What did you say to these gentlemen to 
whom you showed it? A.— Well, Dr. S:orrs, by 
whose advice I prepared the narrative 

Evarts objected, inasmuch as the matter was 
not adverted to in the croes-examiratios. Ful- 
lerion argued that, having proved Tilton bad 
bad a conversation with Storrs, and had present- 
ed the document to him, he had aright to avail 
himself of the well-known rale that the act of 
a man might be qualified by bis words spoken at 
the time. The Court sustained the latter posi- 
tio, and the answer, as follows, went in subject 
to exception: 

“ Dr. Storrs turned to me and said: ‘ Tilton, 
before | can consult ee on this subject, or 
give you any advice worth anythiog, you must 
answer me one question.“ 1 said, What is it?’ 
He then said: ‘i want vou to tell me whether 
this narrative we have read is the plain and hon- 
est truth. — hat is called in court the truth, the 
whole truth, and nothing but the truth?” I 
said: Well, sir, I will answer that question if 
you will promise not to ask me any fur her ques- 
tions on the subject." * Well,’ says he, I will 
wot catechise you against your wish or will.“ 
I then said: It is vot the whole truth; 
It is onlv a part of the truth; it is an under- 
statement, but itis alll am willing to give to 
the public.’ Then, he said, ‘I advise you not 
to publish it.’” 

FIRE ALONG THE WHOLE LINE. 

Here there was a sharp crack of skirmish ; 
thep the prolonged reverberations of a volley; 
at last. just before recess, the roar of battle 
swelled trom a (usilade into thunders of artilie- 
ry. Tae batteries of Beach brought the music 
of war to its fortissimo. The struggle was over 
the admiesibility ef certain poriions of Tu- 
tone sworn statement. During 
impassioned address, which was en ora- 
tion full of, dignity, power, and fire, he 
wave Beecher another foretaste of the avalanche 
of invective which is reserved for the summing- 
up of tbe plaintiff's case. The sudience aod ju- 
ry listened spell-bound, as they always do whens 
Beach is the speaker ; 80 did ber, but after 
a different fashion.

His whole face was suffused 
with blood, Mrs, Tilton also hung her head, but 
out ot the corner of her eyes shot dark and 
troubled glances towards the picture of mental 
distress at which all biher eyes in court aimed 
their stony stare, 

Evarts followed Beach with almost as much 
vigor and passion. The moment be began hie 
angry argument that Tilton and his wife boch 
comprehended the paradoxical impossibility of 
siniees adultery; Beecher sat up in his chair 
again and watched his champion with a wistful 
gaze, which every now and again fluttered tothe 
Judge, and then returned to the lawyer. It was 
a hand-to-hand combat, with something more 
lurid for the vision of those who have eyes to 
see than were red fire. Recess immediately fol- 
lowed the Judges ruling for the plaintiff, and 
Evarts sank once more iuto sileuce. 

OF THE COUNSEL. 

Tilton’s lawyers made uo effort to conceal their 
gratification, The very missiles with which the 
defense had intended to demolish Tilton's credi- 
bility had become, in Fulierton’s hands, new and 
deadlier projectiles for his client's reintorce- 
ment. Beecner’s attorneys were just as evident- 
ly depressed and full of chagrin. Evarts is their 
Field-Marthal, and they make no attempt, at 
any time, to obstruct him er annoy bim with pre- 
tensions tos conference. If he fails, they ali 
suifer in his defeat, therein differing from Ti- 
ton’s bar, Al of whom work with mdependence 
as well as with barmony. It is during these gen- 
eral eugagemente when technicalities and cita- 
tions of precedent are burthng. lke shot aod 
shell. that Abbot ap on the scene in the ca- 
pacity ot an ammunition wagon. He isa tall, thin, 
saliow man, with that same complexion of un- 
deidone pastry which belongs to law students 
and jaw books. He wears spectacles, is bald. 
and reeks of half calf and musty parchmepta 
His knowledge of authorities and leading cases 
is so profound that it would be easier to exhaust 
the gg, “or Library than Abbot's teeming 
brai e is oever taken by surprise. It is an 
article of professional faith that he can even 
silence bis mother-in-law with a leading case or 
Court-of-Appeais decision. No matter at what 
stage of the proceedings the necessity for nis 
services mav afise, there he always may be 
found, brimming over with information. Only 
lawyers can compute his value to the defense, 
and the average spectator marvels what such a 
pale fellow, with such lack-lustre eyes and so 
little apparently to do, can contiibute towards 
saving Henry Ward Beecher... 

AFTER EECESS, 
for three-quarters of an hour, the familiar 
struggle was renewed. Evarts kept on object- 
ing aud excepting, while Beach and Fullerton 
took turns in replying to nim.

THE EFFECT. 

The remarkable and uoexpected story which 
Kate Cary nad to tell, she told with the utmost 
coolness aud deliberation.

Three times before we left for the country, and 
sent her threes or four baskets of elegant flowers. 

Q.—Everybody knew who sent them? A.— 
Yea, sir. 

Q.—Tilton was there? A.—Yes. 

Q.—He snew about them? A.-—I don’t know. 

Q.— When did you first tell any one that you 
had observed thie ? A.—Last Friday, sir; to Mrs. 
Lyons, a charitable lady, who visits the mck m 
Bellevue. Sue said if 1 was well she would get me 
a place in Brooklyn. I told her I bad lived there 
with Theodore Tilton’s family, and she asked me 
questions, and what I thought of such a thing.

Q.—Did you ever have avy difficulty with your 
employers ? A.—Not a word, sir.

THE PRINTING CLAIM. 
PETITION FOR MANDAMUS, 
Special Pispatch ta The Chicace Tribune, 

Sparnerretp, III., Feb, 16.—1t would seem un- 
necesxary to enter into any of the history of the 
inveatigacion of the printing contract, as devel- 
oped in the i vestigatio made by Judge Brad- 
wells Committee last Winter. It was fully ro- 
ported at the time, and ut will be remembered 
that the reports of the Committee,—majority 
and minority,—without being adopted, were re- 
ferred to the Attorney-General for an opinion as 
to the basis ‘upon which settlement suould be 
made with the Public Printer, and that the At- 
toracy-Geveral concurred in the view of 
the majority of. the Committee that six- 
teen es constitute 6 form under the law, 
and that the maximum price of 100 impressions 
m each of thé five ciasses was 25 cents. It seems 
that the Commissioners were at a loss with re- 
spect to certain adjusted atcounts, and in reply 
to them, the Attorney-General says: | 

As to any pagt transactions and accounts which the 
Commissioners of Public Printing have fully settled 
and under the construction given to the law by 
my predecessoy, as stated in your letter, I do not re- 


gard it as within my province to advise the Commis- 
sionere to pen auch settlement upon the mere 


gronnd that my opinion of the proper construction of 
the law differs from his. 

After the Public Printers had received the ad- 
vantages of full pry, and thev had been mere 
ing under the above decision up to Dec. 1. 1873,

PROTECTION OF MINORS. 
A PROPOSED ACT TO PUNISH THE SEDUCTION OF 
GIRLS. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune : 

Curcaco, Feb.» 16.—1 wish to call the atten- 
tion of legiclators, now assembled at Springfield, 
to the following bill for the protection of 
minors. Every citizen who is, or ever expects to 
be, the father of a young girl, should be inter- 
ested in a law of this character; and every ev. - 
ized and Christiavized community should be sup- 
plied with some means of punishing those who 
are meant fo be punished by a law of this nature. 

Mioors ars nos protected as far as their rights 
in relation to property are concerned ; but little 
or no protection is given by the State te the 
daughters of its citizens during their minority, 
and while their minds are immature, in relation 
to the subject covered br this law. The State 
encourages murder, and violations of the peace 
of a community, by not providing a punishment 
equaling the crime of seduction. The 
father or other relative has no 
resource but to punish the criminal 
with his own hands, But even the protection of 
a father or relative may be removed on account 
of many reasons, and & minor daughter may be 
left without any protection in the community. 
Want of means to support herself may force her 
into the employment of @ man who, practicing 
deception ani giving promises, may seduce her 
while yet unqualified by her immature years to 
meet his stronger influence. The crime is bis 
who is of full age and reponsible for his acta, 
and she is the subject of his criminality, the 
same asthe minor who is swindled out of bis 
property by the stronger will of an adult. The 
law restores the property to the minor io this 
case, considering the inmcompetency of the 
minor. Flowing out the same svirit of the 
law, protection should be given to the daughter 
who is seduced, duriug the incompe‘éency of her 
judgment, during her minority, The way things 
are pow, the man goes on in life as if innocent, 
while the victim grows up to find herself an out- 
cast, and is punished for life. 

Much evil has been done to young, unpro- 
tected through the want of a proper con- 
sideration on the part of adults of the vatural 
immatarity and positive incapacity of their 
minds to fully understand the aifference that 
will be made in their future lives, aud their ab- 
solute banishment from society, su nent to

The City Engineer Does Not Fear Fur- 
ther Mischief. 


What the Authorities Are Doing, 


Not the least interesting matter to investigate 
during the progress of a particularly vigorous 
winter is the effect which the cold has produced 
upon unlerground Chicago, upon the well work-: 
ing of whose circulating system depends 80 
largely, not only the comfort, but the safety also 
or the city.

THE TAX BILL AS A PARTY MEASURE. 
We have heretofore discussed the Tax bill 
introduced by the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee of Congress on its own merits. We have 
opposed it as unnecessary, unjust, and dis- 
criminating. As one of those measures in 
which all men of all parties are concerned, 
we have regarded it simply asa new burden 


on the masses of the people to be imposed 


in favor of a privileged class already too 
much favored by our National legislation. 
Thus far party politics have not entered into 
our consideration of the subject. But it is 
legitimate and proper that the bill be scrutin- 
ized as a party measure, If the Republican 
party is to regain the lost confidence of the 
country, and resume its former position as a 
majority party, and be restored to power and 
usefulness in 1876 by the American people, 
it is certainly the duty, and should be 
the ambition, of its members to ex- 
pose and defeat every subtle effort to under- 
mine it, and every corrupt movement to be- 
tray it into the hands of its enemies. We 
‘are therefore prepared to condemn the new 
Tax bill in the light of a party measure as 
sweepingly as we have already condemned it 
as a means of needlessly increasing the reve- 
nue It is to-day a greater menace to the ex- 
istence and perpetuity of the Republican par- 
ty than any of the causes which led to the 
Democrati¢ victories of last fall. If the Repub- 
licans in Congress who are honestly in favor 
of reforming the revenue permit themselves 
to be dragooned into passing it by the attor- 
neys in Congress of the “‘ protected classes,” 
they must bear the responsibility for the ca- 
lamity almost sure to follow. — 

The successive steps from the passage of 
this bill to political disaster are as readily 
traced now as if we had already gone over 
the ground. The Democratic opposition in 
Congress will turn the bill to party acoount 
from the very beginning. They will go on 
the record as vigorously opposing every prop- 
osition to irerease taxes, no matter what form 
it may take. They will oppose the only tax 
which may be fairly and beneficially levied at 
this time the restoration of the tea and cof- 
fee duty. They will get their speeches in p- 


position to the bill printed in the Congression- 


al Record, copied in their home organs and 
distributed about the country in pamphlet 
form as electioneering documents. They will 
propose amendments at every point in favor of 
relieving the burden of taxation. Their votes 
will be recorded solidly against every proposed 
item of increase and solidly in favor of every 
proposed decrease. They will probably vote 
for the repeal of the match tax and certainly 
against the increase of the whisky tax. And, 
after the bill shall have been finally disposed 
of, they will be in a position to point their 
constituency to the faithfulness with which 
they guarded their interests against the tax- 
grabbers. 

If the bill shall become a law, for the first 
eight or twelve months succeeding, it will be 
marked by an increase of prices and a con- 
sequent decrease of consumption, and a 
decline in the receipts of revenue. By the 
time the next Congress assembies, in Decem- 
ber of this year, with its great Democratic 
majority in the House, the people will have 
endured all the ills growing out of the new 
taxes and will not yet have reached any of the 
benefits, if indeed there are any benefits 
to be attained by it. They will have 
paid out something like $100,000,000 in ad- 
vanced pricea on stocks of whisky, sugar, to- 
bacco, cloths, silks, woolens, cottons, carpets, 
boots and shoes,—on all goods in store of 
ordinary and necessary consumption on 
hand at date of passage The mid- 
dlemen and manufacturers will be the 
only beneficiaries up to that time, and even 
they will be somewhat disappointed and dis- 
gusted with the consequent derangement of 
prices and falling-off in their sales, and de- 


mand for their wares, for as prices advance 


consumers necessarily retrench in their pur- 
chases. But the entire agricultural commu- 
nity, North and South, comprising one- 
half the total population ef the country; the 
laborers and salaried classes generally; the 
vast majority made up of consumers who are 
not protected, will all unite in a grand 
and universal outcry against the additional 
burdens put upon them without adding one 
dollar to the public revenues, 

This will be the golden opportunity for the 
Democrats, Witha majority of 70 in the 
House, the very first thing they will do after 
organizing next December will be to rush 
through a repeal of the Tax bill which will 
have become so obnoxious in the meanwhile. 
The repeal bill. will then go to the Senate, 
where the Republican majority will be 6 or 
7 at the most, including some who are exceed- 
ingly unreliable for caucus drill and others 
who are honestly opposed to the present Tax 
bill and all protective taxation. Under 
the unmistakable popular demand for repeal, 
the Senate will not fail to indorse the action 
of the House. The tax will then be taken off 
after it shall bave enabled the specula- 
tors and middlemen to ertort at least 
$100,000,000 from the people's pockets, 
and before it shall have returned 
a penny into the United States Treasury.

A SETTLEMENT WANTED. 

Why is not something done to settle this 
Louisiana question? We have had state- 
ments, manifestos, protests, affidavits, 
speeches, public meetings, investigations and 
counter-investigations, and proclamations 
sufficient to have settled a general European 
war, and still the ‘‘Louisiana question” re- 
mains in statu gue, The public mind has 
only been confused by this constant clamor 
and denunciation for political purposes, and, 
apparently, the Congressional mind is as 
much muddled as the public. Sifting the 
mass of evidence down, it is clear that 
each party to the contest down there has 
made out a good case against the other, and 
that neither has made one for itself. Do- 
ducting all that may be charged to par 
san malice and political i exaggera- 
tion, it is clear that intimidation has 
been used and many murders committed by 
the Democrats upon the one side which have 
not been punished. and also that the Kei.toce 
crowd is corrupt, imbecile, and oppressive, 
and yet it remains in power, supported by 
the United States army, without which it 
would go to pieces in a day. In neither case 
are the demands of justice met or satisfied. 
The despair of the situation is that each 
party occupies itself exclusively in impeach- 
ing the other, and in proving sach other 
rotten rascals, a process which might be kept 
up until doomsday, instead of making itself 
worthy of reeognition, and support by exe- 
euting law and justice. The fight is a parti- 
san one in its every aspect. The Democrats 
of Louisiama would long ago have com- 
mended themselves to the sympathy of 
the country if they had punished 
these murderous crimes as they should 
have been punished, and kept then- 
selves and their cause within the limits of the 
law. The carpet-baggers would have had 
their cause in much better shape than it is 
now if they had denounced the corruption 
and imbecility of the “‘ gigantic fraud of 
the RxILLOdO Government and the fraudulent 
action of the Returning Board.

A partisan 
settlement will be temporary, and will hurt 
the party making it more than the other. Is 
the Republican party in Congress so hope- 
lessly er dit into factions that it can arrive at 
no understanding? Is it about to show a 
Mexican or South American incapacity for 
organizei action of a just and intelligent 
character? Why does not the Investigating 
Committee make its report? But a very few 
days remain in which the party can save 
itself from the reputation of being incapable 
of settling the question, and it is all the more 
important, therefore, that the report should 
be made as speedily as possible. The facts in 
the case are all in, as fully as they will proba- 
bly ever be known. The field of investigation 
has been exhausted. It can be settled to-day 
as well as at any time in the future, and that 
settlement should be made upon the basis of 
what is right and justice without any regard 
to partisan considerations. Such a settle- 
ment would be the best thing not only for 
Louisiana, but for the whole country, and 
what is best for the country will be best for 
the Republican party. If the party is inca- 
pable of settling it, let it be acknowledged. 
If it is capable of settling it, why is it not 
done ? 


JOHN C. FREMONT AND TOM SCOTT. 

The New York Sun has published a fresh 
chapter in its alleged history of the Southern 
Pacific Railroad. It is disfigured by various 
reckless partisan statements of corruption by 
individuals, of which no proof whatever is 
given. Thus the Sun says: - 

‘He ([Faemowt) bought Brit Stewart, paying him 
a large price, probably over $25,000 in gold. 4 
large block of the stock was held in trust for the ben- 
efit of the President u frmily. . . . The influence 
of Gen. Schneck was sufficient to kesp Minister WAAn- 
BURNE quiet. 

It is true that Senator Srewanrr first op- 
posed and afterwards favored Fremonr, and 
that his mame has been smirched by his con- 
nection with the Emma Mine; but these 
facts offer no justification for the Sum 's state- 
ment that he was ‘‘bought.” Not an atom 
of proof is given of the second scandalous 
statement we have quoted. The third has 
already been amply disproved, It is in evi- 
dence that the Hon. E. B. Wasunvnnzg, far 
from being kept quiet” by Sonenck or any- 
body else, promptly exposed the El Paso 
swindle and incurred thereby the bitter hatred 
of Fremont some time before the French 
courts condemned the latter to two years’ im- 
prisonment, and clapped his noble brother- 
in-law into jail for complicity in the job. 

Aside from these gross blemishes, the 
Sun's article is valuable. It shows by the 


Feb. 21, 1870, Hadron, of North Carolina, 


introduced a bill into the House to incorpo- 
rate this {Company, grant it lands, and

El Paso. Among the incorporators named 
were Fremont, E. L. Fancusr (Pacific Mail 
lobbyist), M. C. Hunter (Democratic Con- 
gresstuan, with El Paso bribes in his pock- 
ets), A. H. Wurrme (Pacific Mail lobbyist), 
Powr1s Crayton (carpet-bagger of the worst 
sort), and a sprinkling of respectable men.

He stated, in the Senate, that it was 
the road asked for by the Commercial Conven- 
tions held at Louisville and other Southern 
cities during the preceding summer. The 
facts were that all these Conventions had 
been worked up by the Southern Transcon- 
tinental (Fxemont’s) men, while Scorr had 
had nothing to do with them, Kocd's 
bill rallied the clans at Washington. After a 
long battle, attended, as the Sun alleges, by 
indiscriminate bribery, a compromise was 
made. Fremont and his associates were 
bought off. They got a representation 
in the Texas Pacific Directorate and received 
bonds and stock besides. Tom Scorr got 
control of the job, and has since been sup- 
ported in it by the same men who were in- 
finenced” by Fremont. The following quo- 
tations from letters of Fremont to the New 
York Tribune, published March 15, 1872, and 
thereafter, show the intimate connection of 
the two jobs : 

The patsage of the Texas Pacific Railroad bill, the 
continuation af the Hemp & El Paso, was a vin- 
dication of my actions, and one of the most valued 
honors of my life. . „ Early in 1868, a 
memorial of the Memphis, EI Paso & Pacific 
Raflroad Cumpany was presented to Con- 
gress. In 13698 bill was substituted, asking 
for the extension of the Memphis, EI Peso & Pacific to 
San Diego. This bill passed the House of Representa- 
tives, and finally, after many changes, was spproved 
by both Houses, under the name cf the Texas Pacifle 
Railroad bil. The read is now building by Taomas 
A. Soorr, 

The new road has now collapsed, with 
Tuomas A. Scorr, and the latter is begging 
Congress to give him 575,000,000 of the 
peoples money with which to lay track 
across the desert. There are too many tools 
of his in Congress, with EI Paso bribes in 
their pockets, but there is fortunately small 
chance for the job.

THE PROPOSED SUGAR TAX, 

The robberies practiced under the form of 
a so-called ‘‘ protective” tariff are universal, 
and, though we have exposed many of the 
instances in which these robberies haye been 
veiled under a pretense of patriotism, the 
tariff on sugar is one of the most adroitly 
planned in the whole scheme. We con- 
sume in the United States, annually, about 
2,000,000,000 pounds of sugar (one million 
tons), including that produced in this coun- 
try. Our tariff isso planned that no sugar, 
except loaf, lump, and sugar in the form 
of candy, etc., is imported that is fit for 
consumption. It all has to go through the 
hands of the protected“ refiners. How 
this is done may be seen by the following 
rates of duty: Sugars, refined and fit 
for use, duty 561-2 percent; raw sugars, 
eto., 37 per cent. The sugars imported into 
the United States during the fiscal year 1874 
were 1,644,709,767 pounds, having a value of 
881,478,890. The revenue collected from 
this was $32,480,100, This sugar was thus 
divided: .

The iniportation of refined sugars has been 
practically prohibited, in ‘order to secure 
bounties to the refiners in this country. If 
sugar were taxed an uniform rate of 2 cents 
per pound, the revenues of the Government 
would not be decreased, and, ins of im- 
porting raw sugar, we would import sugars 
refined far enough for immediate use. The 
great bulk of the sugar imported pays a tax of 37 
per cent; the duty on sugar fit for consump- 
tion is 57 per cent; the protection to the re- 
finer is 20 per cent. That is to say, the 
people of the United States pay a tax of 37 
per cent on all the sugar they consume, 
which tax goes into the Treasury; that in 
addition thereto they pay a duty of 20 per 
cent in gold on all the sugar they consume 
to the gentlemen in Philadelphia who enjoy 
the protection of Congress. 

This certainly ought to be enough, but the 
new Tax bill now before Congress proposes to 
increaso these taxes as follows:

Under the law as it stands, the Government 
collects $32,000,000 of revenue, and the sugar 
refiners and producers get 20 per cent on the 
whole consumption of two thousand millions 
of pounds. Under this bill, if it become a 
law, the Treasury will receive $40,000,000 and 
the refiners will collect 25 per cent on the 
whole consumption. The effect of this 
change in the law will be to add 1 1-2 cents 
per pound to the price of all sugars con- 
sumed in the United States. That consump- 
tion is 2,000,000,000 pounds, or an increase 
of $30,000,000 tax.

Contrac- 
tion ander Secretary -McCuiuioca caused no 
bad results, Congress stopped it in deference 
to a foolish outery that it was going to do 
harm. How absurdly wrong this outcry was 
is shown by the fact that no actual con- 
traction took place! It was a mere mat. 
ter of bookkeeping. Part of the greenbacks 
in the Treasury were transferred on the 
books to the reserve from time to tima 
That was all. The circulation remained the 
same. 

We agree with Mr. Wars that contraction 
of irredeemable notes is the only road to re- 
sumption, and Mat it would not, if gradual, 
disturb commercial values one whit. But we 
do not agree with him that the Secretary of 
the Treasury should buy and burn half a 
million of notes every week. For this would 
make necessary an increased taxation of 
$26,000,000 a year, which the people 
wil not stand. The best method of 
contraction is to issue a 4 per cent 
gold-bond, running thirty or forty years, 
and allow anybody to fund greenbacks, in 
even sums over $100, into these bonds. Then 
let the business take care of itself. Every 
greenback retired im this way should be 
“cremated.” This plan, while insuring 
gradual withdrawal of the greenback notes 
to the point where they would appreciate to 
gold value, would not produce any stringency 
in the money market, because the 4 per cent 
bonds into which they were converted would 
be used in all large transactions for the pur- 
chase of property or payment of debts, and 
would be always of the same value as the 
notes plus the accumulated interest, and 
at the same time would give steadiness 
to the outstanding greenbacks in circulation 
as well as to the bank notes. Why is not this 
the easiest and simplest way to work back to 
a specie basis?

THE BRAZIL COAL-STRIKERS. 

The strike of the miners at Brazil, Clay 
County, Ind., is peculiarly illustrative of the 
unreasonableness of this class of workmen in 
charging their ills on capital. Three years 
ago, when Indiana “‘block coal” was the 
rage, the miners demanded $1.25 per ton, and 
received it. Thea other mines were opened, 
and competition put down the price to $1.10 
per ton, and the miners “struck.” Nine 
months afterwards, a reduction from the same 
cause—competition—was made to $1, and 
again the miners struck. Last summer a fur- 
ther reduction had to be made to 85 ¢ents, with 
half-time work, followed by the inevitable 
strike. Now has come another reduction to 
70 cents, full time being offered, andthe miners 
have struck again, and are bent upon 
inaugurating a war against capital,” as they 
call it. Meanwhile the proprietors cannot 
help the situation, as they have offered to pay 
all they can possibly afford, and so the mines 
lie idle, and the miners are ing their say- 
ings and running into debt and unable to 
support themselves, the National Miners” 
Union having declared itself unable to help 
them. The reasons why the proprietors ean- 
not pay more are sufficient. The chief mar- 
ket hitherto for the Indiana block coal has 
been Chicago, which has taken 70 per cent of 
the whole product of the Brazil mines.

LOCAL LETTERS. 
THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 
Te the Editor of The Chicace Triune: 

Cntcaco, Feb. 16.—A few days ago, I read an 
account by the Governor-General of Canada of 
bis visit to a public school ia New York Cicy, and 
l was as much surprised as be was at the inti- 
mate knowledge exhibited by the sebolars in the 
higher walks of literature; and, as I was a scholar 
in several of the public schools of that city some 
thirty-five or forty years aro, perhaps an account 
of bow the schools were then conducted may be 
benaficisl, in view of changes imperatively de- 
mauded in the schools of Chicago. 

In the first place, there was one Principal, and 
he was the responsible head from the infant to 
the highest class. He had no private room, but 
personally superintended the highest grade, com- 
posed of wall-grown boys, upying the three 
front seats, facing the desk, finding time during 
each day to visit the rooms governed by lady 
teachers. He had three or four male assistants in 
bis room, whose duty it was to accompany 
their classes to their recitation-rooms, re- 
turning with them to the main room after hear- 
ing their lessons, the Principal often visiting the 
room as a foreman wight in „ mandfacturiog 
business. I thought then, as I think now, they 
were too austere, as it was much harder then 
than nowto get children to go willuigly to 
school; and truancy was more common than 
now. , 

The Great Moguls of the schools were the 
Trustees; generally elderly gentlemen, affable 
and benevolent, two or three in number, who 
visited che school once every six or ten days 
(generally when least expected), examined the 
scholars in their own way, and not that of the 
teacher, taking care that they were prolicient in 
the rudiments, especially in arithmetic and 
grammar. Ihe scholars were always pleased to 
seo them, as their friendly manoer was a pleas- 
ing contrast to the austerity of the teachers. 
Their visits were beneticial to the teachers as 
well as to the children, keeping the for- | 
mer up to their duties, 
making their supervision felt. Then 
was «a pupil. To-day I am ~°s parent. 
interested in the welfare of the public schools 
of Chicago, particularly the Hayes School on 
Leavitt street, and should like ina friendly 
spirit to give the result of some observations, 
gathered during the past year or two in connec- 
tion with that school. My bouse has been a 
place of resort for the young girls of the neigh- 
borhood from 12 to I3 vears of age attending on 
that school, and whenever I would endeavor to 
assist them in their rule-of-three tums I would 
get discouraged on finding that thev knew noth- 
ing comparatively of their multiplication table,

are promoted, to see iti the material left the 
lower grades in proper shape ?—an act of justice

THE GAMBLERS. 
ANOTHER INEFFECTUAL EFFORT. 

In accordance with the communication of 
Judge Williams, setting forth the extent of 
gambling in Chicago, aud the extreme necessity 
of putting @ legal check upon it, the present 
Grand Jury bas recently returned a flesh batch 
of indictments against the principal members of 
the gambliag fraternity. Yesterday the cases 
were brought to trial, and again was enacted 
the absurd farce of attempting, under the 
present lax metbod of securing evidence, 
to punish these biacklegs and cutthroatea. 
The indictments, it was discovered, when the 
cases were called and the witnesses had test.fied, 
had been found upon very meagre and irrelevant 
evidence, and oonsequently several of the cases 
were dismissed by the Court almost immediate- 
ly, before they bad reached the jury. aud the 
rest, with one exception, were dismissed, as they 
had forestalled puuisbment in this Court by 
being fined by some obliging Police Magistrate. 

Henry Lewis pleaded guilty and was remanded 
for sentence, and with this single exception the 
cases were dismissed. ‘“‘Johnoy” Waipole and 
“Billy” Singleton, the latter of whom was

SUBURBAN. 
AUSTIN. 

By the accident which occurred here Monday 
afternoon, at eight minutes after 4 o’clock, and 
shich resulted in the death of Mr. Bradford 
Wood and wife, the citizens of Austin were 
thrown into intense excitement. 
portant facts of the case 
been published in Tus Tumor. Mr, 
Wood and his wife were residents of 
ihe Town of Burlington, Kane County, III., 
living abont miles from Sycamore, 
Weduesday morning, they left Elgin and came to 
Chicago, after which they stopped with Theodore 
Kiilmer, of West Forty-eighth street, between 
whose family and themselves there existed the 
most intimate friendship. Mondy morning 
Mr. Wood walked from Mr. Killmer’s to Austin 


in order to return home. They were a few mo- 
ments too late, and, missing the morning train, 


have already 


were compel ed to await the Sterling passenger, 


which passes Austin at 4:08 p. m. The Austin 
depot is situated on the north side of the rail- 
road. As the Sterling passenger was coming to 
a halt Mr. and Mrs. Wood attemated to cross the 
north track in order to get upon it. They did 
not observe the Omaha or Atlantic & Pacific ex- 
press train, which wis then approaching from 
the west, Ust al, until it was too late to es- 
cape from the impending danyer. Persons who 
saw the accident state that the unfortunate 
man and woman were crossing the track 
diagonally, and going in a southeasterly direc- 
tion; that Mrs. Wood was between her busband 
and the engine, and at almost the same instant 
ia which they were struck by the engine, Mr. 
Wood seemed to catch sight of it, and, realizing 
their danger, caught hie wife by her lof: arm 
aud attempted to leap from the track. When 
struck, Mr. Wood was in the centre of the north 
track, while his wife was over the south rail of 
the same track. He was thrown into the air, 
aud in descending fell upon the cross-beam 
in front of the engine, to whioh the 
pilot was attached, where he remained 
until the train was stopped and 
returned to the depot. His skull was fractured 
aud blood flowed from it profusely, while blood 
and his brains ran from his ears. Mrs. Wood was 
thrown with tenible violence against the front 
ead of the rear car of the Sterung passenger, 
from which ber body glanced, and, striking 
against the Omaha train, was thrown under the 
rear end of the car. 
shivered a sindow in the Sterling passenger- 
car, the glass of which, flyiog through the inte- 
rior of thé car, made some slight wounds. After 
Mrs. Wood was picked up she breathed slightly a 
ew times, and at the end of twenty minutes 
alter the accideut her pulse ceased to beat. 

The excitement of the peeple alter the acci- 
dent was intense. There was an unusually large 
crowd around the depot. B some the number 
of persons predent vase said to be fifty, and others 
estimate it at 100. Curses loud and deep against 
those whom the people considered deserving of 
blame for tue accident were heard, and fears of 
violence against some of the employes of the 
road were entertained by some,
